Gambling With Late Snap Beans 
Weather records maintained since 
1899 indicate that the first killing 
frost of autumn can be expected in 
this region around October IO to 30. 
with October 20 to 25 close to the 
probable dnte. Of course, an unsea- 
Bonally early frost may nip tender 
crops In late September; and the 
first hard freeze may be delayed in­ 
to early November. 
These facts about fall weather 
offer a fairly accurate basis on which 
to Judge the last safe date for plant­ 
ing snap beans in the home garden. 
Several excellent varieties reach edi­ 
ble size as green beans in 50 to OO 
days after planting. Therefore, 60 
days from August 16 is October 15. 
In other words, snap beans planted 
today should, lf kept thriving, be in 
production before the first damag­ 
ing frost arrives. Thereafter, some 
simple protection on threatening 
nights may carry tile bearing plants 
through until early November 
Three practices are stressed with 
this late planting to avoid loss of 
valuable time in bringing the plants 
into production First, prepare a mel­ 
low but firm seed bed and k«*ep the 
soil moist over the row until germi­ 
nation is completed,. Dry soils delay 


vegetable supplies are dwindling. 
Next, surplus production may be 
easily and cheaply canned or dried 
to augment the over-winter food 
store. And it should not be over­ 
looked that a mid-August planting 
of snap beans keeps the ground oc­ 
cupied to utilize fertility left from 
earlier applications of manure and 
fertilizer and to prevent weeds from 
maturing their seed. 
Housewives who lack facilities for 
I canning late snap tx ans should try 
the old colonial method of drying 
them. Dried green beans occupy lit­ 
tle space and add a tasty dish to 
the winter menu. They provide an 
excellent bulky food at a season 
when diets often are deficient in fi­ 
ber.

If they are three to 
four feet wide, they may be set up 
in roof-form over each row. Such 
frames are handy to ward off sun 
from newly aet transplants, for pro­ 
tecting crops in spring, for keeping 
birds from maturing peas and nu­ 
merous other roles.
